Wilmington 
man killed 
in ATV 
accident 


A modified ATV (all-terrain 
vehicle) collided head-on with an 
automobile in Wilmington last Fri- 
day night, killing one young man 
and seriously injuring another. 

Killed was Martin Wilhelm, 22, 
of 2 Brentwood Ave., Wilmington. 
He was taken to Choate Hospital in 
Woburn, where he was pronounced 
dead of multiple injuries. 

John Hersom, 17, of 674 Woburn 
St., Wilmington is in Mass. General 
Hospital with multiple injuries. He 
underwent surgery on Monday, and 
by Wednesday, his condition had 
been upgraded to "good" 

The accident occurred on 
Woburn Street near Brentwood 
Avenue at 1:46 a.m. Saturday when 
the ATV collided with a 1977 
Buick Regal. 

Police are still waiting to talk to 
Hersom in an effort to determine 
who had been driving the ATV. 

The driver of the Buick, Murray 
Williams, Jr., 30, of Lawrence, was 
on his way to work in a nearby 
plant at the time of the accident. 
Police did not cite him for any 
violation which might have caused 
the accident, but did issue violations 
for driving without a license, 
registration, or insurance. He 
sustained only minor injuries. 

Police had received complaints of 
an ATV driving around town at 
high speed several times during the 
night, including unconfirmed re- 
ports of the vehicle traveling at 
speeds of 80 or 90 miles per hour. 
The wheels on the ATV were 13- 
inch automobile tires, which would 
give the vehicle additional top-end 
speed, but make it impractical for 
off-road use. It was not registered 
for street lise, however. 

An investigation is continuing to 
determine additional information, 
such as whether the ATV had a 
headlight, and who was driving.

audit of school accounts

A call for a state audit to review 
the school department books was 
viewed as a last resort by a majority 
of the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee last Wednesday 4s members 
continued to deal with a budget 
deficit of $145,000. 

Though Shirley Callan argued 
that an outside audit might be the 
best way "to start fresh and clean,” 
others felt that was an expensive 
option and they should give the 
school accountant a chance "to tell 
us where we are.” It was men- 
tioned, however, that it could take 
the accountant six to eight months 
to get to the 1988 books since he 
was already behind schedule. 

The budget crisis continued to 
dominate discussion even though it 
wasn't listed as an agenda item at 
last wee mecting. Callan told all 
present “we're in such a deficit 
spending pattern, I think I'm ter 
rified.” 

Chairman Tony Accardi attemp- 
ted to downplay fears saying 
although the FY89 budget was 
tight, there were ways to shift funds 
within it so as not to impact quality 
classroom education. Bob Surran 
suggested the board consider other 
alternatives to wansferring funds 
from the current “bare bones” 
budget. One option, he said, was to 
borrow from the FY90 budget. 
Members didn't seem convinced 
this was the best move. 

Interim Supt. John Stella said he 
plans to review the budget and 
come up with a list of areas which 
show a deficit and a list of recom- 
mended cuts which have to be made 
in order to fund the last salary 
payroll. He said he would have the 
lists prepared by September 24 
Stclla added as he prepares possible 
budget cuts, he will strive to retain 
an “optimum learning environ- 
ment" for Wilmington students and 
not make cuts that would impact 
classroom instruction.

Bridget Zukas and Surran voted 
against hiring a guidance counselor 
at a top salary level because they 
felt there were others who were 
qualified to handle the same job for 
less pay. Stella said his choice was 
an “outstanding” candidate favored 
by the screening committee. The 
rest of the committce went along 
with his recommendation. 

Callan questioned several items, 
including an additional half-time 
kindergarten teacher. She with- 
drew her objection when told 
kindergarten enrollment was up 12 
percent since 1986. The committce 
unanimously favored the additional 
teacher. 

When Callan questioned the 
professional development account, 
she was told principals are only 
entitled to be reimbursed for three 
college courses for professional 
development. Callan later told this 


paper one elementary principal was 
listed for five courses and asked if 
that was "legal." 

Other items under scrutiny were 
the cost of furniture ordered for 
the Wildwood School, a $500 a 
week tab for transportation to 
sports practices, site visits for the 
superintendent search, and the cost 
of printing bus routes in two local 
papers. 

Committeemen also learned that 
the former superintendent had 
returned $1,100 saying he had been 
overpaid. Accardi said he first 
knew of the check August 5. 

When asked, Business Manager 
Peter DeRoeve reported that there 
was a $729 balance in the adjusted 
teachers salary account, That 
figure, he said, could fluctuate up 
or down. It was also pointed out 
there are still some vacant posi- 
tions, including five professionals 
for the tutorial program, to be 
filled and the committee still hadn't 
negotiated a salary for Stella 
DcRoeve said he set aside $25,000

Vassallo demotion upheld 
by state civil service 


The Massachusetts Civil Service 
Commission has upheld the action 
of the Town of Wilmington-on the 
demotion of Robert E. Vassallo. 

The demotion from sergeant to 
patrolman was imposed by the town 
manager after a-hearing on com- 
plaints of excessive force during a 
February 1985 incident in which 
Patrick McNally was taken into 
protective custody. 

Vassallo was also turned dewn 
last week by the town manager for 


early retirement on the grounds of 
not having sufficient time on the 
job. Vassallo had sought to use his 
years at the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles as time on the job, but the 
town manager ruled that he could 
not. 

Vassallo and his wife have filed 
suit against the town, The suits, 
known as 258A suits, are claiming 
damages for his loss of the position 
of police sergeant, on the basis of a 
position being a property right. 


Amendment to Shawsheen 
River Estates decision 


The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals has granted an amendment 
to its decision granting a 
comprehensive permit to the Hop 
Program for Shawsheen Estates, 
off Hopkins Street, Wilmington 
23 it granted an 
amendment saying, in effect, that a

James E. Kelley, town clerk and 
sélectman of Wilmington about 80 
years ago, was a man to be 
remembered. There are people 
today who can chuckle over events 
in the town meetings of 
Wilmington when Jim Kelley, steel 
glasses perched on his forehead, 
presided as moderator of 
Wilmington, 

By profession he was a Scrivener, 
which means a writer of legal 
documents, 

His parents, Daniel and Mary 
Carlin Kelley left Ireland about 
1843, in the midst of the Potato 
Famine. It is to be believed they had 
with them a daughter named Mary. 
They went to Liverpool and took 
passage on a ship which was bound 
for Boston. 

The story is told that Daniel, with 
his family on board, slipped ashore 
for a "quick one” at a local 
barroom. When he returned it was 
to discover that the ship and his 
family had sailed. 

Daniel quickly got passage on 
another ship to Boston. According 
to the late Edward Manning, a 
descendant, Daniel was in Boston 
before the family arrived. 

John Callahan Kelley, the first 
son, was born in Boston in 1846, 
James was born in Wilmington in 
1853. There do not scem to have 
been any other children, 

The family probably moved to 
Wilmington because a relative 
named Michael Carlin owned land 
along Middlesex Avenue. In today's 
terms the land extended from the 
First Baptist Church to the Nichols 
Funeral Home. 

There was a home at the site of 
the Fellowship Hall of the Baptist 
Church. The history is vague, but it 
may have been standing in 1730 
when Wilmington became a town. 


The book

Back in the days before the Civil 
War a law was passed, in 
Massachusetts, requiring that every 
town and city publish a volume 
showing the births, marriages and 
deaths which had occurred in the 
respective communities. 

Not every town or city did so. 
Wilmington was one which did not. 

In 1897 the legislature passed 
another law requiring that such 
records be kept. James E. "Jim" 
Kelley of Wilmington had already 
started, in 1895, on such a task. It 
was not easy. 

All the records, from 1730 to 
1843, were contained in one 
volume. The binding was loose, and 
pages were loose. Kelley copied (by 
hand of course) all the records into 
three volumes. 

There was no doubt but that 
records were incomplete. In some 
families of Wilmington there were 
known to be missing names. 

The Harnden family may be used 
as an example. Members of that 
family can be named, afier having 
been found by research to have 
existed, but who have never been 
recorded in Wilmington. 

One conspicuous example of the 
name of Capt. John Harnden, 
Minutetnan, and commander of a 


Hit-and-run 
in Tewksbury 


Angelo Da Silva, 36 Crosby St., 
Tewksbury, was the victim of an 
apparent hit and run on Route133 
(Andover Street) on Tuesday night, 
August 23. Police are still looking 
for the suspect vehicle. 

Da Silva was thrown 15 feet when 
he was struck by a car on Andover 
Street, shortly after 9 p.m. Da Silva 
was severly injured in the accident 
and was flown from the scene via 
Lifeflight helicopter to the UMass 
Medical Center in Worcester. 

‘The state police chemists analyzed 
paint chips from Da Silva's clothes 
and pieces of wreckage left behind 
to determine what type of car hit 
him. The police conclude that the 
vehicle was a dark blue or black 
American car, and reports state that 
the vehicle was headed toward 
Lowell following the accident. Da 
Silva was believed to have been 
struck by the driver's side front 
fender of the car. 

According to a UMass Medical 
Center public relations spokes- 
person, Da Silva is listed in fair 
condition and has been moved out 
of intensive care. 

Local police would not comment 
on the case while the investigation 
is underway. 
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The home of Jim Kelley and his father Daniel probably dates to the 1730's. 
Today it is owned by the Wilmington First Baptist Church, and is called 
Fellowship Hall. 


That was probably the home of 
Daniel and Mary Kelley, after they 
moved to Wilmington. 

The Bond Bakeries were 
prominent at that time in 
Wilmington. There was a cracker 
like the one later called "sea 
biscuit” which was sold all over 
New England. But the firm had no 
relationship to the Bond Bakeries in 
New England today. 

Daniel Kelley became a baker, a 
lifetime job it tumed out. 

There were not, in those days, 
many families in Wilmington of the 
Catholic faith. Those who were 
attended church in Andover. There 
was a Sunday morning train, 
convenient for the Mass, and 
another later in which to return to 
North Wilmington. 

John C. Kelley, the eldest brother 
married Catherine Higgins, an

company of infantrymen in the 
Second Middlesex Regiment at the 
time of Bunker Hill. 

He lived and died in Wilmington, 
but there is no record of his death. 
It is a complete mystery. 

In other families there may not 
have been as many errors, but there 
were Wilmington families in which 
the records were incomplete. 

The problem was discussed in the 
Town Mecting of 1897... The 
records, it was reported, were 
"very incomplete.” The Town 
Meeting voted to have additions to 
the records made from the family 
gravestones,and from family Bibles 
or other records. 


Kelley found an additional 400 
records from his reading of the 
gravestones in the two sections of 
Wildwood Cemetery. There were 
more records which he got from 
families.

Andover girl, in Andover

Both were about 26 years old. They 
built. a home on the family 
property, today the Worby home at 
183 Middlesex Avenue.

What John did for work is not 
known to the writer. He dicd in 
Boston in April 1903 as the result 
of a train accident, and was buried 


Jim Kelley became prominent in 
Wilmington. Part of the land that 
was inherited from the Carlin 
family was donated to the 
Archbishop of Boston, and a 
church, St. Thomas, was built on 
the site - now the site of the 
Wilmington Public Library 

Jim Kelley was elected town 
clerk. He was elected selectman. He 
served in many ways. He presided 
at town mectings. A word picture 
of those town meetings remains 
today 

The town hall was a building 
across the street from the 
Congregational Church. There was 
a platform, inside, near the strect, 
and on that platform the moderator 
sat. His white mustache would 
bristle, and the steel glasses, on his 
forehead, were always visible.

With the activity of a presidential cepeniga 
surrounding us, many people might not reali t 
September 15 is primary day in Massachusetts. The 
primary is being held on a Thursday late in the month, in 
deference to the Jewish holiday. ‘ 

For the most part, primary day is a definite yawner 
this year by Bay State standards. On the Republican side, 
Joe Malone will be asking for the rather thankless task of 
taking on Ted Kennedy for the U.S. Senate, while two 
lesser-known locals, Roy Williamson and Bob Avakian, 
will be vying for a chance to ificrease GOP numbers in 
the Legislature; they will take on incumbent reps Geoff 
Beckwith and Augie Grace, respectively. 

But on the Democratic side there is a primary fight for 
county commissioner, with one candidate in particular 
having run one of the best campaigns in recent memory. 
Matt Donahue, former assistant district attorney, is 
hoping to succeed Michael McLaughlin who is retiring 
from the Middlesex County Board of Commissioners. 
And as September 15 quickly approaches, Donahue is 
moving full-speed ahead having garnered some 
impressive endorsements. 

Also in the race this year are incumbent Tom Larkin, 
Somerville Alderman Joe Macaluso, and former Lowell 
City Councillor Ed Kennedy. Two of the three 
commissioner seats are up for grabs. But thus far only 
Donahue has managed to attract some serious attention. 
The zenith of his campaign came this summer when he 
received the endorsement of former Senator Paul 
Tsongas, who once held the post that Donahue is secking. 
Both Donahue and Tsongas recently ‘walked the county’, 
in what was a remake of Tsongas’ own campaign strategy 
in 1972, when the young Tsongas literally knocked on 
thousands of doors to make his first big win jn politics. 

But the real question that might come to many, is why 
tun for county commissioner at all. Over the past year 
the County Charter Commission has touted its reform 
package which would eliminate the three commissioners 
elected at large, and replace them with a new nine 
member county council elected by districts. But the good 
news for the candidates is that the Legislature has refused 
to approve the charter proposal and approve it for the 
November ballot. 

Nonetheless, Donahue is reform minded. “I think the 
county should be drastically changed", said Donahue in 
an interview on Monday. "My idea is breaking down the 

county into three separate regions, and then each region 
can examine its own future in county govemment.” 
Along with this original idea, Donahue, who practices 
law in Lowell, also wants to examine the possibility of a 
‘state take-over of the court houses, whereby the 
Commonwealth would make capital investment toward 
badly need building repairs. 

As for the growing controversy of the jails, Donahue 
says he's “leaning toward a state take over” but that in the 
interim suggests a new classification system to ease the 
problem of overcrowding at the Billerica House of 
Correction. Saying that "you don't have to buy a brick", 
Donahue cited ‘that Over one third of the inmates at 
Billerica have»been convicted for drunk driving, and 
would be better placed in treatment facilities, 

And as for the problem of corruption in county 
government, Matt Donahue says the commissioners can 
combat that if "you be visible, and you do the job.” 

County govemment in Middlesex is probably still best 
described as a dinosaur. But if it's here to stay, Matt 
Donahue certainly has the talent and integrity to atlcast 
keep it honest. And when asked.why people should take 
an interest in the commissioners race this year, Donahue 
said, "Because it costs them $15 million a year in taxes.”

‘The state overruled the Tewksbury Board of Appeals last week on { 
the denial of Merrimack Meadows, but the issue is far from over. © 
Developers Robert Ahern.and Roland Couillard received a state + 
go-ahead to begin construction of the 224-unit condo project -- with ; 
90 of the units subsidized by state funds -- on the banks of the . 
Merrimack River, but other problems may appear soon, — ; 

There is a petition drive underway to have the town bring a lawsuit 
against the state, to overtumn the decision by the Housing Appeals . 
Committee. Town Manager David Cressman informed the selectmen 
back in May that any lawsuit decision will be his alone, and Section 
10(k) of the town charter gives him exactly that power. _ 

‘The state has a superb record of winning such lawsuits as the one - 
being proposed. Tewksbury has little if any hope of seeing the state . 
override decision reversed. Like it or not, that is a fact. 

‘This doesn't mean that people should go belly-up whenever the state’ 
speaks. The people of north Tewksbury in particular have a lot to say, « 
on this isgue, and their anger is real. But this time, it looks like the final 
word has been said. To fight Merrimack Meadows any further could - 
be counterproductive to the town, and divisive to the town's people.

reason for joining the battle. Sure, the traffic on River Road at the '

To counter the traffic argument, the developers have agreed to put in 
a traffic light at the intersection if one is needed.

Instead of fighting this issue in court, the voters of Tewksbury, and 
especially those angry souls in the northern reaches of town, would be 
far better served by taking their case to town meeting, where they have 
a better chance of winning. Why fight on foreign ground, the court:? 
system, when the town's battlefidld could do more, quicker? : 

A special town meeting will be called, perhaps before the end of the 
year, to provide funding for the police and fire contracts. Town ' 
meeting is the best arena for the fight now brewing, and those who 
might be interested in placing articles on the warrant would be well 
advised to draw up their petitions early. All sorts of people, all over 
town, are rapidly losing patience with the building boom in town. If 
that scattered army could be brought together under one banner, their 
combined voice would be heard for years to come, 

Seeing the town bring a lawsuit against the state might do more harm 
to the town than good, starting with the costs, So, why not pick a fight 
that can be far more easily won? The anti-building sentiment in town 
is a tidal wave just itching to find a good shoreline to strike, and town 
mecting is just the place to make waves.

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Baseball coach 
raises pigeons 
for a hobby

Tewksbury varsity baseball coach 
Bob Ware loves to see one fly over 
the fence in left-center field. 

But at home, Bob loves to watch 
dozens go flying round and round 
his house, some of them tumbling 
in flight. 

Bob raises pigeons for a hobby, 
and a sizeable flock of the birds live 
in and around a coop behind his 
Charme Road home. 

On Monday night, Ware received 
a permit from the Tewksbury 
Board of Health to keep up to 80 
pigeons. At the moment, he has 
almost that many, and he is offering 
a few pigeons for sale. 

The bird sale, he said, is to help 
recover some of the cost of feeding 
his flock. The birds consume more 
than four pounds of feed per day, 
and he gives them a 50-50 mix of 
pigcon feed and cracked corn. 

However, sclling the birds has 
posed a few unusual problems. He 
said one caller wanted to buy a few 
pigcons to wain his bird dog, and 
another asked to buy up to six per 
week to feed to his pet snake, but 
Ware said he refused both offers. 
He would prefer to sell his birds to 
someone interested in breeding 
pigeons for a hobby. The birds are 
being offered for sale for only one 
or two dollars cach. 

Ware said he began kecping birds 
as a youngster in Chelsea, and only 
came back to the hobby three years 
ago. Since that time his flock has 
grown in number, and some of his 
birds are actively breeding, 

Pigeons are bred for a number of 
traits, including show birds and the 
familiar homing pigeons, which are 
larger than average birds. Ware's 
flock, however, includes a number 
of rollers, named for their peculiar 
habit of suddenly tumbling in mid- 
air. He said he might someday 
breed his birds more intensely for 
the roller strain, but for now his 
hobby is purely for relaxation. 

And indeed the coop seemed like 
a calm place, though swarming 
with 50 or so loose birds. Unlike 
chickens or other noisy birds, the 
Pigeons soft cooing is a tranquil 
sound. The pigeon coop also had 
surprisingly litle smell for holding 
so many birds. 

“If it stunk I'd give it up,” Ware 
said, "and belicve me, my wife 
would make be get rid of them.” He 
added that a neighbor from down 
the strect likes to bring her grand- 
children along to visit the birds. 

Inside, the coop is an active place, 
with numbered boxes and nesting 
bowls, which looked more like dog 
dishes than anything clse, filled 
with eggs and busy ficdglings. 
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Ware's young birds are banded 
with matching box numbers, he 
said, so that the “squabs” may be 
returned to their proper boxes in 
case they fall out. Adult pigeons are 
remarkably unkind to some young 
birds, he said. 

Ware also pointed out how some 
of the young are given beticr treat- 
ment by parents, while others may 
die of neglect from lack of feeding 

During the aftermoon feeding, for 
example, one young bird received a 
few nasty pecks to the head by adult 
pigeons, and for no visible reason 
That violence sometimes ends in the 
death of the young bird, Ware said. 

Occasionally, he said, his coop 
will serve as a rest stop for a stray 
homing pigcon, which will stop by 
for a few days, rest and eat, then 
resume its cross-country flight. 
The coop is "like a diner,” Ware 
said. But homing pigeons are timed 
in their flights over the distance 
covered, and the birds which stop 
to visit his coop must surely lose the 
race for their owners. 

Prior to the afternoon feeding, 
Ware whistles for the birds as one 
would to call a dog, and the entire 
flock watches closely has he goes 
into the shed for the feed bucket. A 
small dirt arca near the coop is soon 
covered with birds as he scatters the 
grain mix onto the ground. Two of 
the birds love to sit on his wrist and 
eat from his hand, but he said they 
are more interested in getting first 
dibs on the better grain in the 
mixture. 

Another feature of feeding time is 
the birds’ visit to the gravel box, 
which has narrow bars on all four 
sides to keep the birds from fouling 
the sand inside. The birds cat a 
small portion of gravel after each 
meal, with the sand used to aid in 
internally grinding up the grain. A 
birdbath near the coop is also a 
busy place. 

Unlike city pigeons, known as 
“commons,” Ware's flock is made 
up mostly of brown and white birds 
with some black and white combin- 
ations. The color of the parents 
may or may not determine the 
color of the hatchlings, he said. 

One famous pigeon-breeder was 
Marlon Brando's character in “On 
The Waterfront,” but Ware, who is 
a business teacher at Malden High, 
said he doesn't see any similarity. 
‘Another pigeon breeder, he said, is 
heavyweight boxer Mike Tyson, 
who recently told Sports Illustrated 
magazine that a hawk had killed of 
all but five birds in his flock and he 
vowed revenge on the predator. 

Ware said that cats give him a few 
problems, with an occasional feline 
jumping out at his ground-feeding 
birds. Dogs too are a problem. 
Hawks can be trouble from fall to 
spring, he said, and last year he said 
he found a hawk sitting on top of 
the coop, waiting for its dinner to 
come out, until he chased the raptor 
away, The hawk was enormous 
compared with the pigeons, he said. 

But even the sound of a bluejay 
makes his flock nervous. 

"They hear those bluejays and 
they really stand at attention,” he 
noted, since bluejays are known to 
attack other birds on their nests. 

Ware said he enjoys his hobby, as 
it provides a soothing counterpoint 
to today's hectic world. 

"It's really a good hobby,” he 
said, "even for adults.”

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Tending 
the flock

More phone calls and letters: 
From T.H, of Wilmington comes 
a letter on asparagus: "My wife has 
been pestering me for several years 
to put in an asparagus bed. I have 
fended her off by insisting this is 
too much trouble for what you get 
out of it. What is your opinion?” 
My observation is that you can 
score a lot of quality points with 
your wife by putting in 25 
asparagus roots next spring. If the 
Project succeeds, you can expand to 
50 roots a year later (if space 
permits) and harvest enough to 
freeze part of the crop. For the 
sense of accomplishment which 
goes along with cutting and eating 
your own asparagus, I say go for it 
next spring. Twenty-five roots will 
involve three or four hours of site 
preparation. One very important 
consideration is exposure to sun- 
light. You should have a location in 
mind which will provide. agnin- 
imum of six hours of direct sun. 
This column will be “on vacation” 
from October through February. 
Next March I am planning a two 
weck step by step procedure for 
establishing an asparagus bed. 
Hopefully, this will help you get 
started. All well stocked garden 
supply outlets carry healthy two 
year old asparagus roots early each 
spring. Patience is required; you 
will not begin cutting asparagus for 
the table until the third year after 


planting.

suggestions, When is the best time 
to plant the bulbs?" 

Garlic is surprisingly easy to 
grow. The cloves (bulbs) can be 
planted cither in September, or in 
April. Fall planted garlic usually 
produces larger cloves than garlic 
planted in the spring, You can find 
ready to plant bu!bs now in most of 
the garden supply outlets in this 
area. If you do plant in the fall be 
sure to identify the spot so that you 
do not accidentally rototill the 
garlic bulbs next spring. 

Garlic needs an organically rich, 
loose soil in order to produce big 
cloves. Whether you plant this fall 
or early next spring, select a site 
affording at least five hours: of 
direct sunlight. Space the individual 
cloves 10 inches apart and plant 
them three inches deep. During the 
growing season the plants require 
an inch of water a week from rain 
or by watering. In the fall, after the 
leaves have yellowed, dig the bulb 
clumps and separate them, Where 
you planted one clove, you should 
harvest six to eight. Replant one 
bulb immediately, as though you 
were beginning anew. Air dry the 
harvested bulbs on newspaper for 


two weeks, then store them in sand 
for use during the winter and 
spring. You can also store them 
hanging in net bags in a dark, cool 
(but not freezing) attic or cellar, 

The beauty of raising garlic is 
that, besides being easy to grow, 
they are relatively free from insect 
and disease problems. 

Next week we will see what we 
have left in the garden, and start the 
cleaning up process.

The fundamental rule of catching 
fish with hook and line (as opposed 
to netting them by the boatload) is 
to put the proper chow in front of 
the fish's nose, Simple, eh? 

Everybody knows what fish like 
tocat. Right? Well ... maybe not. 

Different fish like different foods 
at different times, That would help 
explain why yesterday's hot bait is 
today's air defreshener. 

This may torque your stomach a 
‘wee bit, but I have a foolproof way 
of learning what the fish are cating. 
Whenever I clean fish for the table, 
I-make it a habit to cut open the 
stomach and poke around. It's a 
Post-mortem, but it helps to know 
what they ate before I came along. 

Kibbies like bugs. Period. They'll 
nip at minnows if the baitfish are 
small enough, but bugs are it. 
Bluegills (not the same fish!) prefer 
to. chase minnows, but they too will 
cat bugs readily. 

Pickerel eat frogs and little fish 

almost exclusively. The odd eating 
habits of pickerel also provide the 
central point to one of my favorite 
ice fishing experiences : 
The flag flew on my tip-up one 
Sunny morning and I hustled over 
to haul it in. There was something 
lively on the line, so I knew it 
wasn't just a "wind flag." I started 
hauling in the line, hand over hand, 
bothalfway through the retrieve 
the line gave a sharp yank then felt 
like a dead weight. Hmmm, 

At the end of the line was a lovely 
pickerel, about two fect long. But 
the fin sticking out of its mouth was 
‘much bigger than the bait I was 
using! Curious, I grabbed the fin 
and pulled, and out came a 12-inch 
pickerel with my bait in its mouth! 

Apparently the big chainside saw 
the smaller one struggling and went 
in for the easy kill, Pickerel don't 
care about eating their own, 

-On a more recent trip, I caught a 
Pickerel that had just eaten a kibbie 
that was a bit big. I could feel the 
disc-shaped kibbie in its stomach, 
which was distended to either side 
from :

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But everyone's favorite gamefish 
is the largemouth bass, and Old 
Green has a few strange eating 
habits. Thsir table manners are 
awiul, too. 

By far the biggest portion of a 
bass's diet is made up of fish, large 
or small. But that’s not all they eat. 

In spring, when bass spawn in the 
shallows, they stop eating for a few 
days while the eggs hatch. That love 
of family is brief, however, for the 
parents grow hungry in about ten 
days after the eggs hatch and then 
the infanticide begins. Bye, kids. 

The way that fish get food into 
their mouths is worth noting. They 
don't bite down like you sce in 
paintings. Instead, bass and other 
fish take in their food by flaring 
their gills and sucking in the morsel 
from a few inches away. In a chase 
they only need to get close enough, 
then SLURP! Gone in a flash.

seen it. However, a fishing buddy 
of mine almost fell out of the boat 
one day, screaming that he'd just 
seen a redwing blackbird disappear 
from a reed in a mighty splash, but 
I've got my doubts. There was a 
full beer cooler that afternoon, if I 
remember correctly ... 

Snakes are also supposed to be on 
the list of bass foods, and while I've 
seen dozens of snakes in the water, 
T've never seen one picked off. 

One food item that I'm positive is 
on the bass menu is --- get ready for 
this one -- mice. 

I inherited a floating mouse lure 
from my dad, but I never used it 
much. Struck me as a bit silly until 
this spring. 

While cleaning afew bass after a 
successful spring outing, I cut open 
the stomach of a two-pounder and 
found a small form that was almost 
digested. The skull was the only 
recognizable part, and it didn't 
come from a bird or a snake. It had 
the two long teeth of a rodent, and 
wasthe right size for a field mouse. 

Dad always told me that big bass 
waquid hide around docks, waiting 
for mice to fall in. I never believed 
it until that day. But thinking back 
cover the years, haven't there been a 
lot of mice swimming in the water, 
especially after dark? Interesting. 

While minnows and shiners are 
the bread-and-butter of most fish 
species, it's worth keeping an eye 
on the exotic and gourmet items, 
too.

“The supervisor told us we 
had the most volunteers on a 
site — without the help of a 
corps of engineers or army 
battalion — that he had ever 
seen,” says general coordinator 
Barbara Cannon of the con- 
struction of Kidsplace in 
Wilmington during five sizzling 
days last June. “On Saturday 
and Sunday, we fed close to 
1,000 people.” 

The tools borrowed were 
worth thousands of dollars; the 
hundreds of free meals for the 
workers, donated; the labor, 
priceless. To hear Cannon tell 
it, everyone in Wilmington has a 
stake in Kidsplace — figura- 
tively and literally. 

“Builders who signed up for a 
four-hour shift would spend the 
whole day — and the next three 
or four,” says Cannon. “Eddie 
Cochrane, the Duffy brothers, 
Dave Fuller, Jackson Home 
Improvement — we had 


foremen on the site who gave up 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday of their paychecks just 
to be here.” 

Rising after 15 months of 
detailed planning, fundraising 
and fun, Kidsplace at the 
Shawsheen Elementary School 
represents a labor of love and 
incredible organization with 
some psychology thrown in, in 
exactly the right measure.

charge throughout of public 
relations posters, fundraising 
advertisements, and all 
Progress reports to their 
classmates. The children have 
since sent hundreds of original 
thank-you notes “‘to everyone 
who donated anything to the 
project.” 

Besides raising money for 
gravel through ‘Pennies-a- 
Pound” beforehand, they 
soaped every single screw 
during construction, using 30 
bars of Ivory soap; washed and 
sealed 140 car tires; sanded 
every inch of railing and fence 
post. ‘‘Any children 10 and over 
could work on the playground as 
long as they were right beside 
their parents,” says Cannon. 
“They could hammer or hold 
nails, but they were not allowed 


to touch power tools. 

“There were a lot of children, 
and they very much enjoyed it,”” 
she continues...“’The 
behind that is if a’chil@ works 
the project, he has for 
it, you won't ve a 


problem with vandalism. When 
the school children brought in 
all their pennies, that was part 
of their ownership of the 
playground.’’ As were the 
autographed T-shirt, the stories 
and fliers, and the song com- 
posed by Woburn St. School 
students, buried on the fifth day 
as part of the child-created time 
capsule, somewhere within 
Kidsplace. 

Those over 18 were en- 
couraged to work indepen- 
dently; high school students 
participated in whichever ways 
they could. ‘They were frien- 
diy, helpful and everybody had 
@ good time,” says Cannon. ‘‘It 
was a unique experience, and it 
was very nice to see.”” 

The children too young to 
work were as much a part of the 
action as anyone else. They did 
their thing by keeping out of the 
way, taking an occasional tour 
to check on progress. Twenty- 
five pounds of clay, a juggler, a 
clown and the Hamburgler were 
only the ig. 

“We provided child care for 
children under 10, from 8 
o’clock in the morning until 8 
o’clock at night,” says Cannon. 
“We had all kinds of crafts and 
pre-planned entertainment. All 
the classrooms were opened up 
on Level A of the Shawsheen 
School. The gym was open. One 
of the fathers volunteered to do 
basketball with them. 

“It was a monumental task 
because at any given time — 
especially on Saturday or 
Sunday — we could have close 
to 100 children in care,” she 
continues. ‘‘We provided snacks 
in the morning and afternoon, 
lunch and a hot .

Heat is hard 


on cars too! 


A mid-summer check of 
certain car components is 
especially critical this year 
because of the record breaking 
heat in many sections of the 
country, says Car Care Council. 

Heat can deteriorate rubber 
parts, as one example, 
sometimes causing cooling 
system and vacuum hoses to 
crack or split. Summer heat 
also is hard on other rubber 
parts such as drive belts and 
windshield wiper*blades. They 
should be inspected and 
replaced as needed. 

Further, high speed driving 
over hot road surfaces, 
especially when the vehicle is 
heavily loaded, will place added 
stress on tires and will ac- 
celerate wear. The Council 
recommends, in addition to a 
periodic check of inflation and 
tread depth, a close inspection 
of tires for bulges (an indication 
of tread or ply separation), 
sidewall cuts or other damage. 


Also, contrary to popular 
opinion, the battery suffers 
more from heat than cold. 
Extreme under-hood tem- 
peratures, especially in 
smaller, aerodynamic cars with 
less space under the hood, 
accelerates deterioration of the 
battery. For this reason some 
batteries are now built with 
special heat-resistant com- 
ponents for use in southern 
climates. 

Driving in drought-stricken 
areas is also hard on the air 
filter. Its job is to remove dust 
from the air before it enters the 
engine. When the filter becomes 
choked up with dirt, the engine 
will be starved for air. Fuel 
economy and performances will 
suffer and exhaust emissions 
will increase.

The family with a grand- 
parent in the home, aréund the 
corner, or even in the same 
town is rare in today’s society 
But grandparents are your 
children’s link to the past and to 
their heritage.
